which declared the neutrality of Bra- 
zil in the war between Germany and 
the United States. 
President Braz, 


under the bill, would be authorized to 
take necessary steps for the carrying 
out of this law and to put into prac- 
tice the act which results from the 
cessation of 
neutrality. 


The- Braziliian foreign minister to- 


day presented to congress a message 
signed by President Braz, in which it 
is stated that 'he sinking of Brazilian 
merchantmen by German submarines 
obliges the government to take meas- 
ures of defence against the Teuton 
U-boats. The utilization, but not con- 
fiscation, of German vessels interned 
in Brazilian sea ports is suggested. 


The text 01 the message tollows: 
"I have the honor to bring today

"Whatever method is adopted it is 


essential that the government cannot 
suffer any delay in taking measures 
which are imposed at the same time 
by the public interest and by the dig- 
nity of the nation.

fering with us shall be rendered safe 
against all surprises and all violence.'' 


Gugliemo Marconi, member of the 


mission, declared the fellowship 
of 


America in the war was dear and wel- 
come to all the allies. 


Both made their addresses in Eng- 


lish and were applauded enthusias- 
tically. 
Secretary Daniels, as host to 


the party on the trip down the river 
on the presidential patch, Mayflower, 
introduced the speakers. 


It was the first time any member of 


the Italian 
royal 
house 
had ever 


visited Mount Vernon. 


As the yacht approached the land- 


ing a'bugler sounded taps and 11 mem- 
bers of the party stood respectfully 
along the rail, the prince and other 
military or naval officers saluting. 


Tho great bronze wreath which had 


been made In Italy especially for the 
occasion and was brought here by the 
mission, was carried Into the tomb by 
four Italian bluejackets and laid where 
another bronze wreath was placed a 
few weeks ago by the French mis- 
sion a.v1 where Secretar..

thals' speech at a dinner in Xew York 
Friday night, Mr. Denman said: 


""We believe that the committees cf 


congress and not a public dinner with 
the head of the steel trust are the 
places for the dicussion of matters of 
policy with regard to shipbuilding." 


"The shipping board has but one 


purpose in its activities in -Washing- 
ton at the present time," said Mr. 
Denman. 
"That is to use its utmost 


endeavors and powers to defeat the 
submarine campaign ot the German 
empire. No persons nor any interest- 
ed group can draw any one of us into 
a controversy with General Goethals, 
nor do we think the General is seeking 
it. 


"If all the ships that can be built 


\\ithin the next IS months are built 
therestillwillbe need lor 1,000 wooden 
ships to make good the deficit in our 
merchant tonnage though the German 
rate of destruction is reduced to half 
that established in the month of April. 
1 do not know whether 1,000 wooden 
ships can bo built in IS months. There 
was a hope expressed that we could 
and I have carefully avoided denying 
the possibility of realization of this 
hope. 
My reason for not denying it 


Is because I do not care to have our 
German enemies in Berlin receive that 
amount of comfort. Every attempt to 
mako it appear that there is disrup- 
tion between General Goothel's and 
the board is adding to German com- 
Cort and assurance."

He 
did not flatten out until within 200 feet 
from the ground and then almost faint 
from his wounds, he let the machine 
slip and landed with - crash.

SPORTS TO HARDEN MEN 


FOR WARFARE IN TRENCHES 


Baseball Leagues, With "World's 
' Series" Will Be a Feature 


of Camp Dtverttens. 


A practical method of national serr- 


Ice whereby famous football and base- 
ball players, physical Instructors and 
athletes generally can aid the govern- 
ment with their special skill and 
knowledge has been provided throufeh 
the committee on training camp activi- 
ties, recently appointed by Secretary 
Baker, with, Raymond B. Fosdick as 
chairman. 


After study of Canadian and British 


army training systems Mr. Fosdick has 
found that all athletic sports and even 
children's games have a distinct place 
in military work and give the soldier 
the Iron muscles he needs in the hand 
to hand fighting of trench warfare. 


Baseball will be the feature of the 


efforts of the committee. Extensive 
organization of divisional leagues and 
championship competitions that prob- 
ably will Include a world's series will 
be encouraged by the committee and 
supported by officers in command of 
the camps. Similar organization for 
other sports will be perfected, but 
American national armies are eipected 
to give their greatest allegiance to the 
American national pastime. 


Men of national reputation as ball 


players or athletic trainers will tie as- 
signed to each camp to Instruct and 
aid the soldier players. 


Another feature of the recreational 


programs will be bayonet competitions. 
There is a grim purpose back of this. 
The fields In France have seen the 
greatest use ever made of cold steel, 
and It Is vital that the American sol- 
diers be at least the equals in still 
and strength of their German oppon- 
ents when they meet. The committee 
hopes to develop personal interest 
among the men in proficiency In bayo- 
net exercises through employing it as 
a sport befitting soldiers. 


Singing also will be encouraged 


among the troops. Already theatrical 
concerns are volunteering their aid in 
providing amusement for the men. 
Motion picture films also will be em- 
ployed. The troops will be kept in 
touch in this way with the work of 
other camps and with conditions among 
American or other forces at the fight- 
ing front.

form regulation of vehicles, animals 
and pedestrian* on the highway* of 
this state, the Welsh bill 'signed by 
Governor Whitman last Friday, 1« «x- 
pected to no far In decreasing the 
number of deaths and accident: in

automobiles

figured. 
The widest publicity is to be 


given the bill which becomes effective 
Immediately. 
An order for 150.000 


copies has been placed by Secretary of 
State Hugo. 
One will be sent to every 


person or concern registering a motor 
veri.de frotn now on. Copies are also 
to be sent to every police department 
of the state forposting 
in 
garages, 


stables, street car barns, hack and cab 
stands. 


Certain provisions of the bill, though 


drastic, are believed necessary in view 
of the tremendous number of cars in 
this state and a corresponding increase 
In the number of accidents attribut- 
able more or less directly to motor 
vehicles. 


According to figures which have just 


been furnished to Secretary of State 
Hugo by the Xational Highways Pro- 
tective society, 109 deaths from autos 
have occurred in New York during 
the first fournionths of thisycar, a gain 
of IS over a like period of 1910. Out- 
side of the metropolis there have been 
77 deaths so far this year in which 
automobiles have figured, 22 more 
than a year ago. 
It is expected that 


the uniform traffic law, strictly com- 
plied with, will check this alarming 
Increase. 


The Welsh uniform traffic act was 


originally drawn by the State Confer- 
ence of Mayors.

many important provisions are: 


Motor vehicles shall not pass or ap- 


proach within seven feet of a, street 
car receiving

or vehicles operated by a sheriff, au- 
thorized public utility company, when 
on emergency calls, and the mall and 
military service. 


Tank riding on motorcycles I- pro- 


hibited. 
A person can be carried only 


on A seat in the rear of the driver 
with foot rests and hand. grip. 


A vehicle, unless confined to tracks, 


shall not tow more than one other 
vericle with the connection between 
not exceeding 16 feet. 
Each towed 


vehicle must have an attendant. 


Stiff fines are permissible iinder the 


act. reckless driving being made pun- 
ishable for a first offense by a fine up 
to $100, while a second offender may 
be fined up to $100 and jailed for six 
months.

VETEKAXS CONTRAST WITH 


HOYS SOON TO WEAVE. 


Xaiiou West Fitted To Work For Good 


of Mankind, S«>s Dr. Pcudleton— 
Asks if Blood Spile To Hold Nat km 
Together Was Speut In Vain—Good 
Can Come Out ol' War. 
Perhaps one of the largest audiences 


ever attending a memorial service in 
Oneonta was present last night at the 
Free Baptist church, where a number 
ot' this city's churches, 
united in 


honoring the nation's war-dead. 


Solemnly and slowly forty white- 


haired veterans, who fought through 
the bloody battles of the Civil war 
and did their part in holding the re- 
public together through those trying 
days, marched into the auditorium of 
the church to attend the union me- 
morial service in honor of their dead 
comrades. Behind, them, at a little 
quicker pace, came the men who did 
their "bit" in the more recent Span- 
ish-American war. And then,- more 
briskly, the boys of Company G, First 
regiment. National Gua/'d, strode for- 
ward. 


The silence as this scene was being 


enacted was impressively intense. It 
seemed that through every mind in 
the large audience, many of whdm had 
to stand along the side aisles and out 
in the vestibules, the same thought 
was passing. It appeared 
that all 


were thinking of the great contrast 
between the men who have fough' in 
war and the men who are so soon to 
so into the trenches. 


It went through- the mind of the 


Rev. B. M. Johns for as he prayed he 
gave thanks for such men as Washing- 
ton, and Lincoln, and Grant, and the 
men of large heart and purpose who 
defended the nation from peril, and 
rejoiced that some of those patriotic 
men were present last night. He was 
glad to see men of the Civil war and 
the Spanish war there. 


"We feel tonight," he prayed, "that 


we are to bear the brunt of the 
world's burden in the days to come, 
and we give thanks for men who are 
willing to go forth to battle on the 
land and sea in a. war for uplifting 
humanity, to down autocracy, and to 
bring upon the earth the principles 
of the Prince cf Peace." 


The sermon, "A Predicted Glory," 


by the Rev. Dr. C. S. Pendleton fol- 
lowed along this 
same theme. 
He 


took his text from Isaiah xxvi: 15; 
and brought out the purpose of God 
in using America in this war for hu- 
manity. 


There is no nation better fitted than 


our own. he said, to work out the 
spirit of the kingdom of God that 
has been felt in all ages. Never has 
a nation been able to work out all 
that is good for mankind, but, said 
Dr. Pendleton, "I feel sure that it will 
be don*, and I know of no nation bet- 
ter fitted^o do it than ours. 
Our ma- 


terial heritage is large, hut no less 
than our 
spiritual. We 
have no 


hereditary enmity, no desire to take 
advantage of others."

RUSHING WORK ON 


BIG FLYING FLEET 


To Turn Out 3,500 Machines 


This Yeir, 


COFFIN HEADS THE BOARD 


Plant to S*nd • Conttunt Stream of 


Trained Aviator* to Aid Our Alli«». 
Six Engineering School* Have Added 
Aviation to Their Cource* of Instruc- 
tion. 


The Council of National Defense has 


announced the creation of an aircraft 
production board, to be headed by 
Howard B. Coffin. 


This step, ac-eordinjr to Mr. Coffin, 


marks the completion of plans to turn 
out in American factories about 3,500 
air machines this year and double the 
output nest year. They will include 
both training and battle types. The 
establishment of schools and training 
fields is also planned, -with sufficient 
capacity not only to man these ma- 
chines, but to supply a constant stream 
of aviators and mechanics to the Amer- 
ican forces in Europe. This means the 
education of 0,000 aviators this year. 


Under the auspices of six of the na- 


tion's leading engineering schools ca- 
dets are already under preliminary 
training for the American military air 
service, and negotiations for three of 
the nine training fields now contem- 
plated have been approved by the trar 
department Their preparation will be- 
gin immediately. 


Won't Purchase Abroad. 


Negotiations on contracts for aero- 


planes are under way, aud some neces- 
sary orders have already been placed. 
The United States -will" not buy air- 
craft abroad. 


The aircreft production board will 


act in the closest co-operation with the 
"war and navy departments, especially 
with the recently created joint army 
and navy board on design and specifi- 
cations. 


To Urge Co-operation. 


The general function of the aircraft 


production board, according to Mr. 
Cof- 


fin, will be to bring manufacturers to- 
gether and help make their resources 
available to the government and assist 
in stimulating the production of better 
types and greater quantities of air ma- 
chines. 


"We have been In constant touch for 


weeks -with the aircraft manufactur- 
ers on the problem of quality produc- 
tion of machines." Mr. Coffin said, 
"and 
the government authorities are 


already signing contracts for as many 
machines as our present appropriation 
permits. 
The United States can de- 


pend on a minimum of 3.500 aircraft 
of all types the first year if congress 
authorizes us to proceed. The program 
we now Ii.ive in mind would provide 
for both training and combat machines. 


Engine Chief Problem, 


"Only n few American manufactur- 


ers are in a position to handle large 
contracts, but European orders for 
training machines within the last two 
years have helped in some measure to 
overcome a tremendous disadvantage 
existing at tlie beginning of the war. 
In building battle planes the engine )s 
the chief problem. American manufac- 
turers are now conducting successful 
experiments with both new and for- 
eign types, and we are confident that 
we shall be able to develop within the 
year the manufacture of motors of 
suf- 


ficient power and endurance for use at 
the front. 


"Arrangements have been made with 


British and Canadian officers to stand- 
ardize the training machine in use in 
Great Britain, Canada and the United 
States, so that machines can be dis- 
tributed impartially and without dllH- 
cnlty among the three nations. 


Observer* Visit Canada. 


"The 
country has made progress in 


developing aviators. 
Last month a 


group of army officers visited the 
training camp of the royal flying corps 
at Borden, Ont, one of the four camps 
established in Canada, and the avia- 
tion school at Toronto, where cadets 
are trained under military discipline 
for the service. In these schools there 
has been incorporated the latest Eufo- 
pean experience in the development of 
this new art of the air. 


"Our 
officers were deeply Impressed 


with their observations, and as a re- 
sult we called together here the heads 
of six prominent engineering schools, 
•which also have military training, aud 
made plans to establish a similar sys- 
tem in the United States. The six in- 
stitutions are the Universities of Cali- 
fornia, Texas, Illinois and Ohio, Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology and 
Cornell university. Three technical in- 
structors from each of these places 
•were sent to Toronto. They returned 
on May 8, after a comprehensive study 
of the course given there, prepared to 
teach it themselves. On May 10 these 
six engineering schools opened similar 
cadet aviation schools at their recpco 
tlve institutions."

"The best example of a. nation fol- 


lowing the purpose of God was Israel, 
led out of the wilderness into the 
promised land that they might estab- 
lish the freedom, of justice. Just as 
long as that nation followed God's 
purpose, 
it 
increased, but when it 


' stopped, Israel went down, and 
the 


purpose of God was turned over to 


[ the Gentiles." 


Reviewing the history of the settle- 


ment of America, Mr. Pendleton called 
attention to the fact that someone has 
said that it was settled by convicts. 


1 "If America were settled by the will

Then turning to the veterans of '61, 


and speaking to the 
audience, Dr.
